George B. White Arrested in Phila- 


delphia. 


STORY OF HIS DOWNFALL 


Examination of Hyndman Bank Shows that 


Loss Will Exceed Fifty Thousand 


Dollars. 


Friday's Philadelphia papers con- 


tained accounts of the arrest of Gaorge 
B. White, of Hyndman, and told of h's 
checkered career 
The following is 


copied from the Piiilic Ledger: 


The story of the financial successes 


and downfall of George Berkley White, 
the once president of the Nationa' 
Bank of South Pennsylvania, Hynd- 
man, Bedford county, who was arrest- 
ed yesterday, and his brother, John 
Knox White, who disappeared in 1892, 
after a failure involving millions of 
dollars, was told a reporter for the 
Public Ledger yesterday 
by Special 


Bank Examiner W. A Mason. 


The arrest was made for wrecking 


the birk on four charges. 


Th- arrest of George B. White, at his 


room, 619 Walnut streat, at the in- 
stance of Bank Esaminer Mason, aid 
his being held in SS.OOO bail by United 
States Commissioner Craig for a fur- 
ther hearing on Wednesday, completes 
the incidents of the story, which dates 
back to 1889. The Hyndman bank was 
closed December 16 last year by advlc' 
of Mr. Mason, who was sent from 
Washington to examine into the con- 
dition of the bank, and closed the doors 
twenty-four hours afterward. 


"I found the bank, instead of having 


810 000 surplus," said Mr. Mason, "was 
550,000 worse off than nothing, and 
among the 'assets' were 511,000 worth 
of George B. White's notes; a note 
signed by his sister, Mrs. Tully, of 
Philadelphia, for 55,000, dated 1900 
(Mrs. Tully died two years before); 
no'.es to a large amount of the Hazen 
Tanning company, a concern which 
had failed years before and had its 
affairs wound up and the trustees dis- 
charged. I also learned that White, 
by hypothecating the stock, had secur- justice 
ed a loan of $8,000 from the Firet Na- himself, 
tional Bank of Philadelphia, and a 
similar, loan from the Monongahela 
National at Pittsburg. The govern- 
ment wi 1 ask to have the bail increas- 
ed to 320,000 at the hearing next Wed- 
nesday, and White will be taken to 
Pittsburg for trial, as the bank is in 
that district " 


Mr. Mason said that the history of 


White's career in Hyndman was a pe- 
culiarly interesting one. 


"Tie White brothers cama to Hynd- 


man in 18S9 and represented them- 
selves to be capitalists. The people of 
the little town regarded the supposed 
capitalists as a godsend. 
The first 


thing the White brothers did was to 
establish the bank. They held in all 
500 shares, of which 300 were held in 
their mother's name. She is now liv- 
ing in Phillipsburg, N. J., and is 83 
years old. The elder brother, John, 
was a high roller and spent money 
freely 
He at one time took a party of 


Hyndman business men to New York 
city, and, it is said, spent 83,000 enter- 
taining them. He started a newspa- 
per and promoted the Hazan Tanning 
company, with a capital of $500,000. 
While all this was going on George 
White went to Boston, and on the 
strength of the little bank at Hyndman 
organized the Amazon Trading compa- 
ny, with capital 
promoted in New 


York and Boston. 


"While promoting the Amazon Trad- 


ing company in Boston George B White 
•went to the cashier of the Shawmont 
bank and, representing himself as the 
vice president of the Amazon company, 
asked to opan an account. The bank 
did not appear tobe in a hurry to open 
the account and George B. left, and 
told the bank officials to look him np. 
One day,six months after this incident, 
a well known lawyer, who was also a 
director of the bank, was called to 
White's Boston office. White said that 
he was not very well and asked the 
lawyer to draw up his will. 


"In the will he disposed of $4,000,000 


worth of property. Nothing more was 
heard of White for a year, when he 
called again at the bank and asked 
them to discount his note for $10,000 
on the Amszm Trading company. The 
matter was referred to the board of 
direct rs, and when that body had 
about decided not to handle the note 
the old lawyer got up and said he had 
knowledga that White was worth at 
least $4,000,000. 
The note was dis- 


counted, and when the bubble broke 
the bank held 530,000 worth of White's 
paper. 


"In 1393 the bottom fell out of the 


schemes and George White failed. He 
had borrowed $380,000 from Massachu- 
setts and New York banks on the Ama- 
zon companv's stock. 
He went into 


bankruptcy and his discharge was bit- 
terly contested. He was finally releas- 


the defunct South Pennsylvania Na-

These were placed in evider.03, and 


Nathan A. Blair, of Hyndman, was ex- 
amined. He testified that he had been 
cashier of the bank for twelve and a 
half years, that he identified the re- 
ports to the comptroller as prepared 
by himself and that one of the signa- 
tures thereto was that of George B. 
White. He was handed various notes 
which had figured as part of the assets 
of the bank and which the government 
maintains were worthless, and he also 
recognizid them as having been dis- 
counted by the bank. The list was as 
follow?:

For the past few 


yrars Mr. Mason lived with his son-in- 
law, James M. Kennell, about two 
miles south of Hyndman, and on the 
day of his death was out in the fields 
and seemed to take an interest in the 
work of the employees on the farm 
About three o'clock in the afternoon he 
took his revolver and went back of 'he 
blacksmith shop a short distanca from 
the house, presumably to s'loot at a 
mi-k, which he had frequently done 
After filing several times at a tree the 
fatal shot occurred, whether accident- 
al or intentional will naver be known, 
as 1 fe was almost extinct ^hen the 
body was found; but it is firmly be- 
lieved by those who are in a position 
to know that it was the result of ap 
accident. Mr. Mason was using a ham- 
merlesb revolver and it is thought that 
while raising the weapon to take aim 
he unintentionally touched the trig- 
ger and discharged the pistol. The d*- 
ceased had been in failing health for 
several years and recently had become 
very weak, mentally and physically, 
and was therefore not responsible for 
his acts. 


The deceased was born in Colerain 


township on June 15, 1823, and was 
therefore 70 years old at the time of 
his death. He was of English descent, 
his father, Philip W. Mason, having 
been born and raised in England. His 
education was obtainedinthesubscrip- 
tion schools of Colerain township. At 
the sge of fifteen he movad, with his 
parents, to Cumberland Valley town- 
shin aad was employed in laboring on 
farms until 1S09. In that year he 
moved to Londonderry township and 
purchased a farm of two hundred and 
eighty acres of fertile limestone land, 
where he engaged in general farming 
and stock raising, and was very suc- 
cessful until several years ago, when 
he sold the plaea to his son-in-law, 
James M. Kennell, with whom he has 
since resided. 


Throughout his lifetime Mr. Mason 


was a staunch supporter of the princi- 
ples of the Democratic party. 
He was 


for a number of years assessor of Cum- 
berland Valley township and also presi- 
dent of its board of school directors and 
in later years served as president of the 
Londonderry township school board. 
He was deeply interested at a'l times 
ia advancing the cause of education. 


In 1848 Mr. Mason was united in mar- 


riage to Rachel Maguin, of Cumber- 
land Valley. Their union wis blessed 
by the birth of eleven children, six of 
whom are living: James H. and Jesse 
D , of Londonderry township; Joseph 
R . of Allegany county, Md ; Clara D , 
wife of James M Kennell,of Londonder- 
ry; Shannon R., of Connellsville, and 
Rose E , residing with Janes M. Ken- 
nell. Mrs. Mason preceded her hus- 
band to the spirit world on July 12, 
1884

Fifth—All other classes inside labor 


to continue at present rate of wages 
'or eight hours' actual work at work- 
ing place.

Sixth—The system of ch"ck-off to 


continue, that is, each operator here- 
to agrees to collect by percentage of 
earnings, when legally authorized by 
such employee, the dues and assess- 
ments and furnish the organization a 
list of those paying. 


Seventh—That all outside labor en- 


gaged in the dumping and handling 
of coal, including mine carpenters and 
blacksmiths, be advanced 10 per cent 
on present hour basis and to work the 
hours required and to be paid for the 
number worked. 


Eight—All other classes of outside 


labor at mines to be advanced 10 per 
cent, on present basis, except it is 
agreed that all firemen, engineers, 
compressor men, pumpers, ash wheel-

Sim- 
sly slip the hot chimney into an old 
stocking and apply to the piin. If 
steam is needed, take a damp, warm 
cloth and wrap around the chimney. 
If the heat is for a cough or the croup, 
wrap in flannel rag smeared with mut" 
ton tallow and turpentine. Applied to 
the chest or throat, relief will bo had 
almost at once. If your feet are cold 
at night, place a hot chimney to them 
and they will soon be warm. A lamp- 
chimney is especially practicable dur- 
ing summer months, when the fires are 
out, for you can light a lamp and thus 
bave hot applications in a few minutes.

Letter From a Loyal American Who Fought 


Under Our Flag In Two Wars. 


The following is acioyof a letter 


written by Samuel J. McB'downy, late 
of B'ddlesrurg, deceased, to his moth- 
er, while he was a soldier in the 
Mexican wai: 


YOUICA, MKX., May 18, 18d8. 


Dear Mother:—I embrace the earliest 


opportunity of writing to you to in- 
form you that I am well and sincerely 
hope this may find you the same. I 
have seen some trying times sine? I 
left home. I have endured hunger and 
fatigue. I have seen death in various 
forms and was as much exposed as any 
of the army, but by the intercession of 
Divine Providence I was spared,though 
2,000 of my brave Vlow soldiers fell 
in the taking of the city and the bat- 
tles necessarily attendant 
thereto. 


Still! can not say t'lat I am tir ;d of 
the army. I would like very much to 
be home again, but if our country 
needs the services of the troops again, 
I have not the least doubt they will 
again go to work and thrash the ene- 
my without a murmur. An armistice 
has been formed to suspend hostilities 
until the 2nd of June in order to give 
time to form a treaty of psace. Oar 
commissioners, Messrs. Levier 
and 


Crawford, are now in the City of Mex- 
ico waiting the formation of the Mexi- 
can congress, which sits at Quictaro. 
A government has already been formed 
and after the election of a president 
they will proceed 
to consider the 


treaty. The majority are in favor o) 
peace, but the opposition may throw 
obstacles in the way to prevent its 
passage. So we cannot at present 
form any idea of how the matter will 
terminate. We are prepared for the 
worst. Let eoma what will we will 
meet the issue like men—like Ameri- 
cans. If peace we will turn our in- 
struments of death into implements of 
farming or for mechanical 
purposes 


•and return to our respective homes, 
confident we have done oar duty to 
our country as men, as citizens and as 
Americans can and should do. If, on 
the other hand, they force us to renew 
hostilities by not accepting the treaty, 
the responsibility lies with Mexico 
and they will flnd when too late 
that they hava too long 
trifled 


with a brave and generous nation. 
For instead of getting 820,000,000 
for a small part of her worthless 
territory she will lose all ot her 
territory, lose her nationality, be blot- 
ted out of the nations of the earth and 
get a sound thrashing besides. But I 
hope there may be psace, if only to 
stay the shedding of human blood. The

ants and which are entirely untrust- 
worthy for the destruction of infectious 
material—that Is, material containing 
living disease germs. 


These disease germs belong to the 


class of low vegetable organisms—mi- 
croscopic plants—known as bacteria, 
which as a rule thrive better in the 
darkness than when exposed to day- 
light, and some of them are quickly 
destroyed by exposure to direct sun- 
light. In experiments made by me in 
1893 It was demonstrated that the chol- 
era bacillus is Infallibly killed by ex- 
posure to direct sunlight for an hour or 
two, and the distinguished German 
bacteriologist, Dr. Robert Koch, has 
shown that the bacillus of consumption 
—tubercle bacillus—is destroyed by 
similar exposure in a time varying 
from a few minutes to several hours, 
depending upon the thickness of the 
layer of material in which it is im- 
bedded. 


As a result of this it is evident tbat 


the material cougbed up bj- patients 
with consumption and containing tu- 
bercle bacilli in vast numbers is far less 
dangerous to the community in regions 
where the patient can live out of doors 
and where the sua shines nearly every 
day in the year. 


Some disease germs which are not 


killed outright by exposure to the sun's 
rays are greatly restrained in their de- 
velopment. Tbis is true of the bacillus 
of typhoid fever. Although it has been 
shown by carefully conducted experi- 
ments that certain disease germs are 
promptly destroyed by the luminous ra- 
diations from tbe sun, and especially 
by those at the violet end of the solar 
spectrum, it is also true that the beat 
rays play tin important part in the de- 
struction of harmful bacteria. 


This is partly due to the fact that 


certain disease germs are quickly de- 
stroyed by being deprived of all mois- 
ture—by de.sicctition. Thus tbe germs 
of cholera and of pneumonia quickly 
perish when completely dried. 


Other genus, however, as those of 


typhoid fever, of diphtheria and of 
consumption, may retain their vitality 
In a dried condition for several months. 
But the germs of all these diseases are 
destroyed by a comparatively low tem- 
perature. 
In experiments which I 


made several years ago I ascertained 
that the germs of pneumonia and of 
cholera were killed by exposure for a 
few minutes to a temperature of 120 
degrees K 


A still lower temperature is effective 


If the time of exposure is prolonged. 
It is therefore evident that prolonged 
exposure to tbe direct rays of the sun 
would destroy these germs independ- 
ently of tbe disinfecting power or 
germieidal action of tbe luminous rays 
or the fatal results of desiccation. 


Other disea.se germs require a high- 


er temperature for their destruction. 
The typhoid bacillus and the bacillus 
of diphtheria are killed by exposure 
to a temperature of 1-40 degrees F. for 
ten minutes. 
In general, St may be 


stated that this temperature Is fatal 
to all the most important disease germs. 


Tbe facts stated furnish a scientific 


basis for practical disinfection, and it 
is evident that when sunshine is avail- 
able no chemical agents are essential 
for the destruction of disease germs. 
Any article of food or drink which has 
been heated for a few minutes to some- 
thing near the boiling point of water 
is absolutely safe, so far as any dan- 
ger from disease germs is concerned, 
and any article of clothing which has 
been put through tbe ordinary opera- 
tions of tbe laundry is as safe as if It 
had been placed for an hour In an ex- 


made of garlic, oil, breadcrumbs and 
vinegar, all bruised to a cream, with 
Caviare or cucumber. Mussels are much 
larger than in tins country. They are 
washed, steamed until they open, then 
filled with rife, chopped onion and pep- 
per and biitUT, packed closely in a ves- 
sel and baki'd an hnnr.

solid food, but sardines, anchovies and 
salted olivis or pistachio nuts are eaten 
before meals as appetizers. Of vegeta- 
bles, wliidi cnler largely into their 
diet, the favorite is the tomato, aud 
scarcely any dish is considered com- 
plete without it, though they never eat 
this vegetable raw. To preserve toma- 
toes for winter use they boll them un- 
til tbe skins arc loose, then pass them 
through colanders, after which they 
throw salt into tbe pnlp. TliiH causes it 
to settle, and the water is poured off 
while tbi' residue is put into thin bags 
ami hung in tbe shade-. Tbe next day 
it is spread on Hat surfaces to dry. 
Later it is cut Into squares and laid 
in cove-red jars. This process retains 
the taste and qualities of tbe tomato 
better than canning, anil a little water 
makes the pulp moist again. 


Potatoes, a taste for which is an 


quired one with the Turk, are first 
boiled, mashed with eggs and a littl 
(lour, then made into cakes anel fried. 
Beans and lima be-ans tire boiled with 
tomatof s and butter and sometimes on- 
ions. Squash is sliced and 
fried 
o> 


stuffed 
with mincemeat, onions aud 


boiled rice, and then baked. Large cu- 
cuuibei's are also stuffed with minced 
meats and baked oij tire eaten raw with 
salt. One good stew is made of mut- 
ton and groen peas. Another has all 
sorts of vegetables, like an Irish stew. 


Eggplant is cooke-d in many ways, 


some of tlu'm palatable and good. One 
recipe is called 
imambailde. which 


means that (lie- imtim for whom tbe 
dish first was mailc fainted with do 
light at its cxcc-lk'iice. To mala1 it, cut 
slits in the sides of tbe eggplant and In- 
sert a force-meat ol' onion and minced 
chicken in the cavil IPS. 
Tie strips of 


cloth around anil fry thoroughly in boil- 
ing fat. Another way is to substitute 
eggplant for potato in a stew. Toma- 
toes should also be added. 


Moussaka, another and better form,

And 
of the ekmints, the factors, that en- 
tered into his life and made that sue 
csss posiible I will mention two. 


His abUity and scholarly attair- 


ments were more than ordinary. It 
was no small testimony to his forceful 
persona'.ity that on his entrance into 
Union. s?m'nary a Presbyterian min' 
ister, psstor of a large church in New 
York, desiring an assistant to take 
charge of his Sunday school and in 
other ways help him in the work of 
the church, took his seat on the plat- 
form by the side of the lecturer, and, 
at the close of the lecture, and withou* 
any previous acquaintance with the 
young man, selected him to be 
ulstunt! It does not require a brainy 
or brilliant man to equip himself with 
two or three sermons and make a hit 
with a church and get a call to a largo 
pastorate; but for one to be called to 
such a pastorate and for seven years 
successfully 
ministar to the people 


bespeaks, in these days, the possession 
of more than ordinary powers as a 
thinker, writer and speaker. Aid this 
is what my friend did at Saginaw 
Another factor in his success was his 
character. 
No mm can really succeed 


in the ministry without high charac- 
ter. 
If the very core of one's being is 


sham and pretense, the people ere 
long will take nota of the fact and pat 
crape on the door. Forever intellect- 
ual freshness and high character are 
especially necessary if a man is for 
years to minister to a large congrega- 
tion. Manly, industrious, persevering, 
very ambitious, consecrated, free from 
every form of littleness—these adject- 
ives and phrases but inadequately de- 
scribe the 
character of Joseph R. 


Tewell. For that character was cist 
in large mold. Not only was his in- 
tellectual vision keen and his char- 
acter broad—that which in every true 
man forever forces the intellect to 
higher levels of mental vision—was 
grand and true. He stood forth ever 
responsive to the call of duty from 
God and from man. Thus shall I think 
of him when I revisit the scenes of our 
boyhood days. 
I will say of him, as 


Emerson said of his own boy as he 
looked upon the lifeless form in the 
old Concord 
home, "The excellent 


must be the permanent;" and until I 
receive the Master's summons, I shall 
cherish the sentiment that stirred the 
heart of Thomas Carlyle on the death 
of his father: "We shall in some higher 
state of being meet one another. As 
it is written, we shall bs forever with 
God. 
God is great aud He is good. 


His will be done. Aud now, beloved 
friend, farewell for the last time in 
this world of shadows ! In the world 
of realities may 
the great Father 


again bring us together in perfect 
holiness and perfect love ! Amen !"
